the present Hend of the Executive is 
decidedly of opinion that magistrates 
ought to square their decisions accord- 
ing to his notions of ‘ndministration, 
apart from the sacredness of the discre- 
tion that is generally believed in 
these days to be inseparable from 
the Magistrate’s office. Were it not 
for this consideration, coupled with 
the other fuct that decisions contrary 
to the views of the Executive are altered 
at will after they hav been duly ra- 
corded, the appointments to the magis- 
trate’s bench (acting or permanent) 
night not possess any peculiar meanin 
or interest outside of official circles, ff 
Mr Tonnochy is merely doing a good 
turn to a brother officer—o thing of 
which he is fully capable—little more 
need be said beyond this, that be must 
be taxing himself considerably by so 
doing, The supervision of the Gaol is 
generally looked upon as & most re- 
sponsible position; and Mr Tonnochy

the ‘Authorities before they are published 
with all the forco' and consequéncd'ton~ 
veyed in the signature of a gentleman of 
Captain Talbot'a standing, We should 
be glad, indeed, to see a Bureau estab- 
lished, a Meteorological Department, if 
the same would not be too heavy adrain

impunity. ‘To this the Tsungli Yamon 
cannot consent, China has granted no 
such permiesion to foreigners by any 
treaty, Foreigners in China must obey 
tho laws of China, only if thoy brea 
them they aro to be punished by their own 
national officials in accordance with their 
own national laws. Can anything be moro 
reasonable than this? ‘In a word,” to 
quote a State paper, ‘*tho true meaning of 
the exterritoriality clauso is not that a 
foreigner is at liberty to break Chinese laws, 
but that if he offends be shall be punished 
by hia own national officials." But, that 
arrangement having beon made, thero is 
another point, too; and thie is that foreign 
Governments should take care that, foreign 
Consula baing vested with thie groat autho- 
rity, only good and “trustworthy” men 
ehould be appomted to these posts. Several 
States, however, appoint merchant-Consuls, 
who are often quite unilt to discharge judi- 
vial functions, :

THE MAN FOR GALWAY. 


The Colony of Hongkong is blest with 
a Governor possossed of rare originality 
of character, who from being a poor 
briefless Barrister has risen by sheer 
ability and unbounded push to a posi- 
tion which many aspire to but few at- 
tain, Although it is certain from the 
acathing criticism, to which hia adminis- 
tration and his out-spoken views have 
been subjected, that all ho has done has 
not been altogether appreciated by cer- 
tain classes o' the community over which 
he has been put to rule, biassed as these 
clasyos too often are by class prejudices 
and conservative ideas which he has more 
or less upset, it cannot be denied that 
he has in his own determined fashion 
tried to do hia utmost to promote the 
interests of the Colony committed to 
his charge, regardless of stricturon, red- 
tape or precedents, The latest expasi 
tion of thia special feature of the man 
may be recognised in the hearty manner 
in which he has taken up the subject of 
a volunteer corps in Hongkong. The 
Colony of Hongkong has a population of 
140,000, but of this there ara only 700 
Europeans. Notwithstanding this fact 
tha Colony is able to boast of three or 
four companies of volunteers, In consi- 
deration of the time, labour and expense 
entailed in securing efficiency the volun 
teers ask to be exempted from attend 
ance in Court as jurors and also that 
Government would boar the oust of a 
band for them. Stich propositiona laid 
before the Jodian Government would 
make our officials stand aghast and won- 
dcr what the world was coming to. Mr 
Pop» Lennessy, however, like a practi- 
cal wan, met these requests in # totally 
different spirit, for he bas actually .pro- 
mised to forward them on to Hor Ma 
jesty's Governmont and to recommend a 
yearly expenditure by Government of 
10,000 dollars on the volunteers! A 
volunteer corps is a most difficult thing 
to keep together, especially ina shifting 
comnunity like ours, and of the fow 
means of effecting thia ond or of creating 
an esprit de corps nothing better can be 
found than a good band. It would 
therefore be as well if our Government 
could take a leaf out of Mr Pope Hen- 
nessy’s book and help the movement 
forward in Burma by a similar method, 
The Rangoon corps and its officera are 


meet half the cost we have no doubt the 
corps could manage the other moioty. 
We offer these remarks for the considera. 
tion of all parties. We are living next 
to a country with whose government we 
aro by no meung on a friendly footing ; 
and although weak comparatively that 
government is at the same time go orafty 
that danger may not unlikely arise in 
positions where volunteers may be of 
some servicoe.—Rangoon Gazette. 


OPLUM SMOKING IN CHINA 


boRIXG THE 147H AND 15TH CENTUAL EN. 
BY DR MACGOWAN, 

Joa verbal communication that I sub- 
mitted not long ago to the North-Ubina 
Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, 1 
gave information on the introduction of 
opium into China during the reign of Tui- 
tsu (1280-95 A.D.), and of its cessation 
atthe commencement of the Ming dynasty 
(1368) ; but not being able to procure the 
work fiom which that information ws 
derived, I had some misgivings as to its 
authenticity and requested sinologues to 
institute enquiries on the subject, 

Today I find in the Heinpao, the organ 
of tho Taotai, full confirmation of that 
remarkable circumstance in Chinese 
hiatory. 

Inthe department of Lienchau in the 
Kuaugtung province, peoples’ clothes 
weregtained by a red shower. The nar- 
rator of the account refers to other 
phenomena of the same kind not at all 
infrequent in Chinese annals (accounts of 
which are reserved for another occasion), 
and he closes by referring to a red shower 
Hoaven sent in answer to prayer, which 
rendered opium putrid end offensive, 
and atating further that this evil.en ered 
China after the return of Kublai Kban 
from his Indian campaign. Up to the 
close of the dynasty its uso was exces- 
aive throughout the Empire ; all olasses, 
scholars, husbandmen, proletariats and 
traders, were all addicted to opium- 
smoking. Besides being sold in shops, it 
was hawked about by pedlars for a fow 
cash, On the aoseasion of Taitsu, every- 
thing was pus to rights eave only the evil 
of opium-smoking, 

*Tho Emperor consulted Earl Lin 
Powan, who recommended praying to 
Heaven, and he prayed accordingly, 
when red rain fell, and the opium became 
putrid, causing griping paina and vo- 
miting, and the people oaased smoking 
tho poison, So far the Heinpac. Tho 
writer of the article apparontly drew his 
information from a. work on the Yuen 
dynssty‘attributed to the above-naied 
Earl, the able lieutenant and sagacious 
adviser of the founder of the Ming 
nasty, wherein i¢ is reported that 
author writes on the prevalence_of 
opitic smoking which commonced under 
the hongols, and prevailed so extensively 
as to impovorish the Exipire. Tho last 
Mongol Emperor‘songulted the Earl on 
means for. its suppression, His reply 
waa that rebellion would follow any 
attempt of the kind, Assoon as, oreven 
before, ‘Taitau assumed the ‘title of Em- 
peror; he, in accordance with Earl Liu 
Powau's counsel, sought aid from Heaven,

On the third day of his oblation, it raincd-! 
blood or red rain, which destroyed the 
entire poppy crop, aud no more was 
allowed to bo grown, and desire for it 
ceased. The fact of the prevalence of 
opium-smoking ander the Mongols was 
recently adverted to in a broad sheat 
against opium placarded on the city 
walls, and written by a Suchau scholar. 
It stated that men were s0 impoverished 
at that period that no ono was worth 
Tis. 100. 

If the question be asked, why is it 
that such an extraordinary circumstance 
should not have found a place in histoii- 
eal ard miscelluneous works, I cannot 
apewer, That tho story is not wholly 
unapocryphal must be admitted, apart 
from ite supernatural aspect, the more so 
as a work on prophecy attributed to Liu 
Powan, the Tai pei-tu, is undoubtedly a 
forgery. Making every allowandée for 
this, and for obvicua exaggerations, there 
can be no doubt that tha habit of opium- 
smoking prevailed during the Mongol 
sway, and it is in this way only that one ! 
can gatisfactorily account for the eager- | 
ness which was exhibited by Chinamen 
to obtain the article when it first reached 
their shores by sea Smokers of the 
drug wore still to be found in many por- 
tions of the country, provided with the 
uniquo pipe, apparently of Indian origin, 
and the other utensils of the opium tray; 
they seized the imported article with 
avidity ; hence the :apid incraaso of the 
demand, It seome safe to afficm, there- 
fore, that while the Chinese are right in 
tracing the evils uf opium-smoking to 
fortigners, it is Mongols and not Euro. 
pans who are responsible for the de- 
atractive habit. If it indeed be truo 
that five centuries ago, extensive opium- 
growing and opium-smoking were sup- 
pressed, one may yet entertain hope for 
the Empire. It chows that a popular 
and vigorous administration could cope 
with the ovil,

THE CHINESE IN AUSTRALIA. 
Mr Hodges, Toserprenet of Chinese in 
Melbourne, having heen requested by 
the Government «af Victoria to report 
upon the numbers; vecupations und 
general condition of the Chinese in the 
Coluny in order to enable the Govera- 
ment to deal intelligently with the Anti- 
Chinese movement, las done so, and we 
take the following criticisin of his report 
from the Methourne correspondence of 
the Adelaide Chronicle as containing 
some interesting stattstics of the Chi- 
population in the Australian colo- 


e fault of the report is not that it is 
not able, nor that itis not accurate, but 
that its figures and facts are eminently 
upfavuurable to the “popular” pur- 
poses of selfishness and radicalism. He 
gives a grotesque list of the pagan 
names of twelve shop-owners in the city 
of Melbourne, beginning with Ah Get 
and ending with Hoey Meng, who carry 
on the business of cabinct-making in 
Little Bourke and Latrobe streets, and 


who eee ee eee 
Chinese in this trade; and these men 


buy the raw material at the local yards, 
they use European lathes, employ Eu- 
ropean turners, and purchase fama 
made parts at the Melbourne mills. lo 
one of the worksbops seventeen Eu- 
ropeans are employed, while the tools 
and materials used are exclusively of 
English or colonial muuufacture. The 
Europeans employed by the Chinese in 
this work average £2 10s. per week, 
which is considerably in excess of what 
the Celestiuls earn, although they are 
puid at the same rate. The Chinese 
population of Melbourne and the suburbs 
1s stated to be 880. Of these there are 
—gardeners aud servants, buyers and 
sellers of vegetables, 250 ; storekeepers, 
and servants, 120; tea and general 
hawkers, 109; carpenters, 66 ; fish haw- 
kers, 70; restaurant-keepers aud ser- 
vants, 1U; agents and unemployed, 50; 
wood carvers, 2; tailors, 2; travellers and 
visitors, 200, Qut of Melbourne there 
are only four carpenters employed—one 
at Castlemaine, one at Maryborough, 
one at King River, and one at Oxley. 
There are no shoemakers or watch and 
clockinokers employed in the colony, 
and but one tailor in Melbourne who 
works for Europeans. ‘he Chinese ore 
chiefly employed as hawkers, market 
gardeners, and alluvial miners, ‘There 
are thirteen thousand in Victoria alto- 
gether, but there has been a decrease in 
the Chinese population in the Australian 
colonies between the years 1859 and 
1880 of thirty-three thousand, and it 
appears that there are now fewer Chinese 
in the whole of the colonies than for- 
merly resided in Victoria. Some have 
‘one to ‘I'nsmania, have returned to 
vhiua, and about sixty it is said go 
every year to India as grooms with 
horses that are regularly deported there. 
Tbe whole numbers of Chinese in the 
Australusian colonies os nearly as can be 
ascertained, are as follows :—Queensland 
{blue book), 14,524; Victoria (esti- 
mated), 18,000; New South Wales, 
9,500; New Zealand (census 1878), 
4,433; South Australia and Port Dar- 
win, 2,000; Tasmania, 760; total 44,207. 
The 13,000 who are in this colony make 
8 contribution to the revenue which 
should satisfy the heart. of even the 
Victorian Liberal. The taxation per 
head of the whole population of Victoria 
is a fraction less than £2 annually, ‘The 
average taxation, as shown by the Cus- 
tam-Hosee returns, is £5 16s. per head 
for. the entire Chinese population, A 
large proportion of this is made up by 
the duty on opium, which amounts to 
£26,000; and on rice, which represents 
over £20,000, They would appear to 
have become large consumers of gin, 
bottled porter, end port wine. They 
are however for the most part peaceably 
disposed and law abiding. In the year 
878 there were only fourteen com

Mr Hayter, the statistician, 
states in his latest Victorian Year Book, 
that it is always found that fewer 
Victorians are arrested. and fewer com+ 
mitted for trial in proportion to their 
numbers than persons of any other 
nationality, and he states that the 
Chinese stand next'te the.

We have reason to fear that the Con- 
ference of St. Vincent de Paul in Hong- 
is not yet known in all its extent, 
neither is it so appreciated as it ought 
to be. The Conference hus for its 


| object that most noble mission, “ to help 


the poor.” Its members belong to 
several nationalities, and it is essentially 
alay association, the ecclesiastical nu- 
thorities only lending their’ patronage, 
hut having no power to interfere with 
its rules and statytes. The Board must 
consist of luymen, and only one clergy- 
man is admitted as an active member, 
all the rest who wish to join it being 
only allowed to be honorary members. 
The Conference, the first President of 
which was the greatly esteemed Mr 
Whyte, of happy memory, has been 

ps quietly 
but with great success, and we are coh- 
vinced that it is entitled, as all the other 
charitable institutions are, to soma sup- 
port from the Government. 

‘There are two Conferences of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul in Hongkonz—one Chinese, 
which looks after the Chinese poor, who 
are not many—and the other is Euro- 
pean, which has a great number of 
really poor Portuguese fnmilies to pro- 
vide for. Dy Kitel, in bis valuable re- 
port, very rightly suid that the Confer- 
ence in case of need knows how to apply 
for help to the Government, and we 
have uo doubt in the Liberality of the 
Government. But it must be admitted 
that so long as the Conference has not a 
certain sum to dispose of annuatly, it 
will never ba eble tu enlarge its sphere 
or to properly organise its benevolent 
influence on the poor. ‘The aim of the 
Conference being to improve not only 
the material, but also the moral situa- 
tion of the poor, who are 60 much 
tempted to sink in ignorance and im- 
morality, it must have material suppurt 
to approach the poor and to be enabled 
to work on their behalf. 

We have again returned to this 
matter as we have been given to under- 
stand that the Government is taking at 
present into its serions consideration the 
unportant matter of our destitutes in 
Hongkong, and we have sanguine hopes 
that the Government will also take into 
consideration, whether it would not be 
u gteat boon to the poor of Hongkong, 
and a good and cheap bargain for the 
Government, to give an anoual grant 
for the poor to an institution, which is 
the only one of the kiad existing in the 
Colony, and which has proved trom its 
success to be entitled to official support.

Tus difficulty raised by Mr Bradisugh 
about the oath of allegiance has naturally 
attracted attention to the practice of other 
countries, and particularly to the Republics 
of France and Amorioa, where there 16 no 
Sovereign to swear allegiance to. In 
France no individual deputy or senator is 
required to exprets in any way, by oath oc 
otherwise, his iotention to be Joyal to tho 
Constitution. In the United States more 
importance ie attached to tbe matter. By 
the 6th Article of the Constitution, senatora 
and reprosontatives, as well as mombers of 
the State Legislatures gnd all executive 
and judicial officers, are required to make 
“oath or affiemation to support tho 
constitution.” The option of affirmation is 
given, and it is enacted that ‘‘no religions 
test shall ever be required a a qualifica- 
tion to any office of publio trust uoder the 
Unitod States.” In 1862 an Act was 
passed, directed against ex-Confederates, 
requiring every person eleoled or appointed 
to any office to swear that he had nevor 
borne arms against the United States, nor 
held officy under the Confederacy, nor aided 
the rebellion in any way, and that he would 
support and defeud the Uonstitution 
agatost all enemies, forelgn and domestic, 
and bear true faith aud allegiince to the 
aame, This harsh enactment, which did 
uot remain lo ig upon the atatuts-book, waa 
known as “the iron-ctad oath,” but in this 
cago also the option of affirmation was 
allowed. Tho Government of the Cnited 
Stxtes bas gone from the first an the prin- 
cipl» that if you cannot take a man's solemn 
word, neither can you belisve his oath,

GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE 
CHICAGO CONVENTION, 

Now that the American papers have 
reached ug the scenes which occurred 
during the late Chicago Conveution, 
only briefly alluded to by eablegramm, 
become perfectly intelligible. The ex- 
citment was intense throughout, but 
when it was found thut none of the 
favourites would win, the members lost 
all control over themselves. When the 
29th ballot was taken, at 10.45 p.m., 
there was so great a commotion that the 
chairman of the Florida delegation had 
to call ou the President to protect them 
“trom the emissuries who were en- 
deavouriug to influence them.” As a 
consequence, ‘‘yutme coloured men were 
hustled out.” ‘hia batlot closed with a 
vote from the territory of Wyoming for 
General Sheridan. ‘This event stirred 
up the enthusiasm of the audience to a 
higher pitch, But the General, who 
had a seat on the platiorm, stepped to 
the edge and exclaimed, “‘I'here was 
no way in which ,J could accept o 
nomination except I would be permitted 
to hand it over to my best fiend.” 
The 85th ballot created another sensa- 
tinn, Mr Garfield was now in the field, 
and be was seen to rise upon hiy seat, 
attempting, amid the uprour, to address 
the chair. The chairman wished to 
know for what purpose the gentleman 
rose? “'l'o a question of order,” suid 
Mr Garfield. ‘ No man,” he added, “ has 
aright, without the cunsent of the person 
voted ior, to have his nume announced 
and voted for in this convention. Such 
cousent I have not given.” At this 
point of his rather inelegant speech, the 
chairman cus him short by ruling him 
out of order, and directed the clerk to 
proceed with the next ballot. This was 
“ The ‘Lhirty-sixth.” The result is now 
historical. When it wos announced that 
Mr Garfield had secured a majority of 
all the votes, the galleries sprung to 
their feet, and there wos a wild scene of 
howling and throwing up of hats, The 
band struck up “ Rally Round the Flag,” 
and. “the ‘10,000 inside and probably 
10,000 outside joiied in the chorus, 
while the artillery ‘without brought up a 
tremendous refrain of thunder.” It was 
Bedlam let loose. ‘Garfield sat quist 
on the end of a seat, pale as & ghost, 
evidently intensely dazed. North 
Caroling swung its banner over Ohio, 
and Ohio swung ite bauner over evary~ 
body.” In a tew minutes afterwards, at 
the Capitol in Washington and in every 
other city of the Union, men were ask-
